New Haven, Conn., October 20.—The sur-

TRAGEDY IN NEWNAN: 


GARR PINSON SHO1 


Luther Faller Was the Only Witness 
to the Killing. 


SAYS PINSON SHOT HIMSELF 


That They Were Walking Together 
When Garr Pulled a Pistol. 


FIRED AT HIM AS HE RAN AWAY 


Fuller Says When He Stopped and 
Looked Back Pinson Was Lying 
on the Sidewalk Dying. 


Newnan, Ga., October 20.—(Special.)—An 
unusual tragedy was enacted on the streets 


| of Newnan tc right. Shortly after 8 o'clock 


three pistol shots were fired and Garr 
Pirson was found lying on the sidewalk 
near Satterwhite & Lane’s stables with a 
bullet hole in his right temple. Blood was 
fliawing in a steady stream from the ghast- 
ly wound, and the young man was gasp- 
ing as if in the last throes of death. The 
orly witness to the tragedy was Luther 
Fuller, a companion and friend of the 
ycung man, who made the following state- 
ment regarding the killing: Pinson and 
Fuller were together when suddenly Pinson 
drew a pistol from his hip pocket and told 
Fuller he intended to kill him (Fuller). 
Fuller says he caught Pinson and endeav- 
ored to prevent him from wtsing the pistol, 
but that Pinson finally twisted his hand 
around and fired at him point blank, the 
ball passing through his (Fuller’s) clothing 
and making a slight flesh wound in the 
left side. Fuller says that when he felt 
the shot he broke away and that Pinson 
fired two more shots, both of which he 
supposed were aimed at him (Fuller). 

He offers no other theory of tho killing 
than that Pinson himself fired the fatal 
shot that took away his life. 

Pinson died at 9:30 o’clock.

WANT THEIR BONDS INCREASED. 


Legislative Committee Recommenda- 
tions as to County Dispensers. 
Columbia, S. C., October 20.—The legisla- 
tive examining committee of the dispen- 
sary today issued its quarterly report. 
The stock of liquors in state and county 
dispensaries was $33,000. The committee 
recommends that this stock be greatly re- 
duced and urges that bonds of county dis- 
pensers be increased. The dispensary, ac- 
cording to the constitutional requirement, 
was to pay all profits after a certain period 
into the school fund. That time had long 
past, but no money has been turned over 
to schools. The legislative committee fig- 
ures as a dispensary liability due _ the 
school fund, $311,000, this being “unearned 
profits.” The met profits for the quarter 


were $22,000. 
RESULTS FROM BLIGHT AND ROT 


Potato Crop of the United States Falls 
Off 30 Per Cent. 

New York, October 20.—Not since 1892 has 
the potato crop of the United States proved 
so nearly a failure, says The American 
Agriculturist in its final report of the 
yield of 1897. Compared with the liberal 
crop of last year there is an apparent fall- 
ing off of ncarly 30 per cent in tonnage, and 
the quality of the whole is greatly @cficient. 

County and township returns from all 
the leading potato growing states to this 
weekly newspaper show the yield of pota- 
toes to be 174,000,000 bushels against 245,000,- 
000 in 1896, 286,000,000 in 1895, 185,000,000 in 
186% and only 155,000,000 in the ehort crop 
of 1892. The average rate of yield per acre 
is placed at 64 bushels, taking the country 
at large, against 86 bushels in 1896, 89 in 
1895 and 62 in 1892. 

The reasons for the disaster to the po- 
tato crop of 1897 are about as varied as a 
multiplicity of causes could make them. 
Standing out with more prominence than 
any other two factors are blight and rot, 
as a result of extremes of weather condi- 
tions. Excessive rainfall here and there, 
failure of germination, later’ serious 
drought, rust, scab, insects, etc., have all 
been prominently in evidence, though com- 
plaints of this character are less general 
than for the two first named. While the 
yield in bushels is small the quality is also 
deficient. This is true of most, but not all, 
states. The crop is best in the northwest.

Bohannon and His Brother Robbers 
Try To Escape. 


JAILER HEARS THE SAW GOING 


Visits Cell and Demands the Surrender 
of the Saw. 


AFTER SOME DELAY IT IS GIVEN TO HIM 


Prisoners Had Severed Seven Bars and 
Soon Would Have Been at Liber- 
ty—Are Now Despondent. 


Dalton, Ga., October 20.—(Special.)—Bo- 
hannon and his accomplices were caught 
tonight in an attempt to break jail. They 
had obtained a small steel saw and had 
cut seven bars in two. They had three 
more to cut to get to the brick wall. 

An hour’s work would have let them out 
of the cage. They did most of their werk 
yesterday while it was raining so hard. 

Tonight the prisoners in the cage ap- 
peared to be very jolly and sang for an 
hour. The singing was to drown the noise 
of the saw. Jailer W. G. Tankersly be- 
came suspicious about 6 o’clock, and with- 
out giving the alarm kept close watch. 

He heard the saw going for a little while. 
As soon as the night guard eame on he 
started a search.

The new bureau wil! be under the control 
of the National Association of Police Chiefs 
and the expense of maintaining it will be di- 
vided between the different cities where 
central identification bureaus have been es- 
tablished. The officers of the vafious pris- 
ons will co-operate by sending photographs 
and descriptions of well-Knwn criminals.

Some time ago the general superintendent 
of railway maiis at Washington instruct- 
ed Superintendent Terré@f to issue orders 
to the mail clerks in the fever district to 
allow no quarantine officers to enter mail 
cars or inspect the mall. 

The authorities of Birming- 
ham didn't like this order. When the epi- 
demic at Montgomery was announced to 
the world for the first time, the people ar 
Birmingham wanted to be sure that no 
infected mail was allowed to come from 
the caplial elty. 

The loeal quarntine officers at Birming- 
ham decided to cut off all mail cars from 
the trains, where the clerks refused to al- 
low them on board. 

The state authorities determined to bach 
up the Birthingham quarantine authori- 
ties. 

Superintendent Terrell] telegraphed Gov- 
ernor Johnston, of Alabama, the exact pit- 
uation, and the matter was arranged oh 
the condition that no mail should be al- 
lowed to go from Montgomery to Birming- 
‘ham, All mail must first come here to 
have the big yellow fever germs from 
Montgomery killed. The trouble Was all 
occasioned by a Montgomery newspaper. 
The paper was sent direct to Birmingham 
and the people there thought they coula 
see full grown germs crawling over it. They 
demand that ali mail from Montgomery be 
first sent into this pure eclime for pur.tica- 
Lion. 

The following special tells of the situa- 
tion in Birmingham: 

“Birmingham, Ala., October 20.—(Special.) 
Superintendent Terrell, of the railway mail 
Service, With headquarters in Atlanta, re 
cently issued orders in district to all 
postal clerks forbidd ng them to al.ow quar- 
antine ofticers to enter iheir cars to muke 
inquiries or inspect -mail today. 

“Today the chief loeal quarantine of- 
fleer, Steve W ogeins, after consultation, is- 
sued .orders to all siate quarantine officers 
to cut off mail cars from trains when mail 
asents refused to allow the quarantine 
officers to inspect the malls from infectea 
points. 

“A clash is anticipated, and in the office 
of the state quarantine officers here it is 
given out that the state will back all offi- 
cers who are troubled in carrying out -n- 
structions above given. The governor to- 
day refused to modify any of the quaran- 
tine regulations, and no city in the state | 
will be allowed to receive passengers from 
infected paints whether from Montgom- 
ery or Mobile, Ala., or New Orleans, La.’

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MANY FLEE FROM 
ALABAMA’S CAPITAL 


Large Number Arrive in Atlanta from 
City of Montgomery. 


THEY ARE BADLY FRIGHTENED 


Said That People Are Leaving There 
as Kapidly as Possible. 


ALL TRAINS FROM THERE ARE INSPECTED 


Refugees Talk and Some Say There 
Has Been Fever in Montgomery 
for the Past Two Weeks. 


Refugees from Montgomery poured into 
Atlanta yesterday, and both the trains 
from the infeeted district were loaded with 
Aianic-stricken people. The Atlanta and 
West Point train due here at 11:40 o'clock 
in the morning, arrived two hours late 
with 240 refugees. 

The quarantine inspectors of Atlanta had 
ther hands full. but they. did not allow 
the train to enter the city until it had 
been thoroughly inspected. No one was 
found to be sick, and the officers gave 
the train a clean health Dill. 

It is estimated that there are between 500 
and 600 people from Mongomery in At- 
lanta at present. Three hundred of these 
arrived yesterday. It 4s said that the peo- 
pie of Montgomery @re leaving as rapidly 
as possible, and Nashville has _ received 
most of those who have left. Cheap rates 
have been offered to Nashville on account 
of the exposition, and accepting this in- 
ducement, the refugees have gone to Nash- 
ville in preference to other cities. 

Persons from Montgomery who arrived 
yesterday say that the city is in a panic- 
Stricken condition, and that business is at 
a complete standstill. The stores are clos- 
ing they say, and the streets are deserted, 
The greatest fear seems to exist, and peo- 
pie are leaving as rapidly as possible. 

The board of: health of Montgomery is 
spoken of in ho high terms by many of the 
refugees, and there are those among them 
who condemn the action of the board in 
plain language, 

A promient citizen of Montgomery stated 
last night that the panic was caused by 
the board of health, and it was alone re- 
sponsible for the state of affairs that. now 
exists in that city. He said reliable phy- 
Sicilians had stated: that there,has been 
fever in Montgomery for the past two 
weeks. During that time the board of 
health, it seems, has declared that it was 
not fever, while physicians have differed 
On the subject. It is said that great in- 
dignation was caused because one phy- 
Sicilian had nerve enough to make the stite- 
ment that there was yellow fever in the 
city. 

On account of this the people have be- 
lieved the board of health in preference to 
physicians, and when it suddenly dawned 
on them that they had the fever in their 
midst, they at once became panic stricken 
and made haste to leave. 

Have Tried To Suppress 

It was said yesterday by one of the ref- 
ugees that a rumor was in eirculation in 
Montgomery that there have been fifteen 
cases of fever there, and in order to pre- 
vent a seare the board of health had not 
made it public. 

This was done, it was said, in the hope 
that a frost would come and tke fever 
wou'd be killed out. Then agan it was 
thought that -the -fever could be managed 
and that soon as the, patients recov- 
ered there would be an-end of it. 

Another refugee safd he understeod that 
there are at present nine cases of fever 
under treatment, and that it is a hard mat- 
ter to get at the true situation. Many nave 
intimated that the people have lost confi- 
denee, and for that reason have left. 

Alderman Strauss Talks. 

Alderman LL. Strauss, of Montgomery, 
who is in the city with hs family, was 
seen last night, and spoke interestingly on 
the situation. Being an alderman of the 
city, he in close touch with the city 
government, and Knows the situation very 
clearly. 

He said that Montgomery had done ali 
in her power to prevent the e.ty from 
becoming infected with the fever. and 
had taken steps for which she had been 
censured by many. The quarantine ugainst 
Atianta was established, he said, because 
trave-ers had taken advantage of Atlanta’s 
hospitality and had gone from New 
leans and Mobile to Montgomery by 
of Atlanta. The fever had slipped in 
spite the efforts to keep it out. 

“The people are badly secared,’”’ sa'd Mr. 
Strauss, “and are leaving the city as 
rapidly as possible. Atlanta gets only a 
Small portion of them, because they are 
taking advantage of cheap rates, and are 
g0ing to Nashville. Business is at a stand- 
still, and stores are beginning to close up, 

“When stspicious cases were reported, 
there was a great diversity of opinion on 
them. The board of health declared they 
were not fever, while physicians were di- 
vided in their opinion. The people pbe- 
lieved the board of health, and finally 
when that body announced that there was? 
fever in the town, the people became wild 
and began to leave.”

The story goes, however, that not con- 
tent with quarantining against every city 
where there is the remétest possibility of 
a case of fever developing, Montgomery 
has quarantined aginst one of her own 
wards. 

The story says that any one entering 
the third ward of Montgomery is not 
allowed to leave it under any considera- 
tion, and that no one who lives there has 
free access to other portions of the city. 

Prominegt People Here. 

There are a large number of prominent 
citizens of Montgomery in the city, and 
the greater portion of them are accom- 
panied by their families. They are well 
pleased with the city and with the treat- 
ment they receive. The inspection of trains 
is conducted, they say, in a thorough and 
pleasant manner, and travelers are put to 
ao inconvenjence by it. 

Many of the refugees thought the hotel 
rates would be too high, and that there 
would be a tendency on the part of Atlanta 
to get as much of their money and give 
as little in return as possible. They are 
pleasantlysurprised at the cheapness of 
things, and are at the same time pleased.

New York, October 20.—Genera] Benja- 
min F, Tracy, candidate for mayor; Secre- 
tary of the Interior Cornelius N. Bliss 
and Governor Frank Black addressed an 
aud‘ence of fifteen hundred persons at a 
republican meeting tonight in the Lenox 
lyceum here. The speakers and their 
speeches were enthusiastically applauded. 
This is the first time Secretary Bliss has 
spoken in the great municipal campaign. 

Secretary Bliss, after a few introductory 
remarks, said:

He who pretends 
that anarchy is dangerous orly once in 
four years, that repudiation is dishonest 
enly in national eleetions and is willing at 
Other times to keep them company, is him- 
self a dangerous citizen and unworthy of 
his privileges... You cannot divorce a city 
from the state, a state from the country, 
any mere than you can divorce a citizen 
from his community. All are interwoven 
and dependent.”’ 

Henry, George Speaks. 

A Henry George meeting in the Brooklyp 
Academy of Music tonight called forth an 
audience which filled the big building to 
overflowing. The principal attraction was 
the appearance in Brooklyn of Henry 
George for the first time during the cam- 
paign. 

Mr. George was received with tremendous 
cheering, at the conclusion of which he be- 
gan an address that was interrupted repeat- 
edly by prolonged applause, 

He made his customary appeal to the 
‘true democracy” in the name of Thomas 
Jefferson. 

A second meeting was held in the Cler- 
mont Avenue rink, Brooklyn, where an im- 
mense audience was addressed by Mr. 
George. and ex-Congressmar Tom L. Jonhn- 
son, of Oh<o.

No word nas come 
and if the jury does arrive at a verdict it 
will not be heard and no announcemeng of 
it being reached will be sent out from the 
jury room.” 

For a time tonight it was rumored that 
if the jury had not agreed by tomorrow it 
will be discharged as soon as it reports its 
inability to reach a verdict. This, however, 
ig not the case. It is the firm determination 
of Judge Tuthill to keep the jury until 
Saturday night or late Saturday afternoon 
before he permits them to go with a disa- 
greement. He has announced that both 
state and defendant have spent so much 
money and time and the case has been so 
long and difficulf to try that he will not 
consent to the discharge of the jury until 
there is absolutely no hope whatever of a 
verdict being reached. 

How the Jury Stands. 

The jury stands about where it stood 
twenty-four hours ago. Reports vary from 
nine for the death penalty to three for ac- 
quittal to eleven for death and one for ac- 
quittal. 

The one juror‘holding out for Luetgert 
is Harley, and it is thought that if he 
change front there would be little 
arriving at a verdict. Juror 
Holabird is also credited with favoring 
the acquittal of the prisoner, but it is 
thought he would come around quickly if 
Haley could be induced to vote for con- 
viction. 

The feeling among the jurors who are in 
favor of the death penalty is hight against 
Hailey and they have done some very plain 
talking to him. At one time this morning 
they even sent for Judge Tuthill to know, 
among other things, if eleven men could 
compel one man to vote with them or ifa 
verdict would be valid if but eleven signed 
it.

Sections of the improvised desks used by 
the newspaper reporters during she tedious 
trial were carried off by the morbid crowd. 

Judge Tuthill, in the course of his fre- 
quent communications with the courtroom 
by telephone, inquired after his gavel and 
ink stand. He said he was particularly 
anxious to keep both as mementos for his 
Wife. When he was told that all the small 
articles were gone he expressed himself 
in vigorous language.

The three mountain 
batteries massed on Chagru Kota! replied, 
while the Gordon Highianders pushed 
through to the support of the first line, 
firing volleys at long range. 

The tribes reserved their fire till tie 
Gurkhas reached the Zig-zag path under 
the perpendicutar cliff, where Major Jen- 
nings Broomiley was killed in the lighting 
on Monday. 

Three British companies crossed the zone 
of fire at a rush, sustaining heavy losses, 
while the remainder deployed to ihe left 
to intercept a flank attack threatened by 
some 7,000 of the enemy from that direc- 
tion. The Dorsetshire regiment attempted 
to support three companies of Gurkhas, 
but were Kept back by tne enemy, whvu 
remained cool and reserved cheir fire until 
the British were well exposed. 

At 12:30 p. m. matters looked serious, 
as the British gun fire, though aided by 
a mountain battery from Fort Gulistan, 
General 
Kempsier thereupon went forward in per- 
son, moving up the Gordon Highlanders 
and the Third Sikh regiment into the 
fighting line. A systematic assault Was 
then organized and 2,00 men with fixed 
bayonets stood waiting for the order io 
advance, 

Highlanders to the Front. 

Three minutes before the word of com- 
mand was given General Kempster helio- 
graphed back instructions to tne batteries 
to concentrate cheir fire. The eighteen 
pieces of artillery responded and under 
cover of this fire the leading company of 
the Highlanders, -am-d perfect silence, 
rushed into the fire zone. 

Hialf of the men dropped, but the re- 
mainder pushed gallantly on till they 
reached the cover where the Gurkhas lay. 
The rest of the force streamed after them 
and the tribesmen fled up the hill and 
collected under cover of the cliffs. The 
Highianders and mixed regiments, after 
pausing a moment to take breath, again 
advanced to the assault and twenty min- 
utes later the position was won. 

The r.dge was stormed at 3 o'clock. From 
noon until that hour the tribesmen, shei- 
tered in the Sangars, stood a neavy bom- 
bardment, beating their drums, waving 
their standards and shouting defiance and 
maintaining a hot fire on the advancing 
infantry.

Important Matters Considered by Board 
of Catholic University. 


SHROEDER CASE IS DISMISSED 


Said That This Was Principal Topic 
"af the Meeting. 


TE ARCHBISHOPS MET THIS MORNIXG 


The Directors Will Adjourn and the 
Archbishop Will Begin Work 
at 10 O’clock. 


Washington, October 20.—Definite details 
became available today concerning the ca- 
biegram sent by Cardinal Rampolla, secre- 
tary of state for the pope, expressing the 
desires of Pope Leo concerning the case 
of Dr, Shroeder, dogmatic 
thea.ogy at the Catholic university, during 
their present meeting. The cablegram came 
to Mons gnor Martinelli on Sunday last 
and gave him detinite instructions to be 
communicated to the board of directors 
of the university. 

Prior to the cable communication a let- 
ter had been received from Card.nal Stein- 
ber at Rome stating that the pope had 
expressed a desire that Monsignor Shroe- 
der should not be removed at the present 
‘time. As th s was not directly from the vati- 
can, a member of the executive board 
of the Catholic university cabled to the 
authorities at the vatican for an official 
expression of the pope’s wishes on the 
subject. It was in response to‘this inquiry 
that the cablegram to Monsignor Mariine|- 
li wags received on Sunday last. The ca- 
ble directs the delegate to communicate in 
au delicate manner to the board of directors 
of the university that the pope desires 
that no change be made in the status of Dr. 
Shroeder as professor of the university 
at the present time. 

The board of directors of the un:versity 
assembied in annual today at Mec- 
Mahon hall. Cardina! Gibbons, chancellor 
of the university, wearing his robes of 
office, presided, ard there was a full rep- 
resentation of members of the board. 

Secrecy Is Maintained. 

The meeting was behind closed doors 
and much secrecy was maintained by 
members of the directorate. The first 
question considered| was the financial af- 
fairs of the university. 

The afternoon meeting lasted from 3 
until 7 p. m., when it Was announced that 
the expected firal adjournment today had 
been deferred, and that there would be 
another session of the directors at 9:20 to- 
morrow morning. It was also stated that 
a decision had been reached not to make 
public any of the details of the proceed- 
ings until tomorrow, as it was deemed in- 
advisable not to haye a partial publica- 
tion. While no official statement was made 
that the Schroeder case was before the 
board, it was understood to have been the 
main subject of consideration,

Gwinnett county has emptied her treas- 
ures into Lawrenceville and spread out for 
irspection a prodigality of products un- 
rivaled in variety and of such magnitude 
that the imaginat:on of “Newt Robison, 
who styles himself ‘‘the lone liar of Law 
renceville,”” cannot cope with the circum- 
ference of the pumpkins, the fleetness of 
the horses or’'the beauty of the women. 

The first display of the Gwinnett County 
Fair Association marks an era in this sec- 
tion of Georgia. 

It is the beginning of a mighty movement 
which is to find its end In the quick de- 
velopment of the boundless acres about 
and the rapid improvement in the methods 
in an agricultural line. The farmers of 
Gwinnett flour'sh now, but they 
flourish more in the future. They are on 
a hot trail of the solution of the southern 
farming problem. They have grabbed hold 
of the diversity theory and when the visi- 
tors rolled in today they beheld an exhibit 
which would have played a star feature 
in a national contest. 

These visitors came early, and the home 
people, too, early. There was no 
holding back on account of the biting cast 
wind which opened the day and sent a fine 
mist into the faces of the bearded farmers, 
but they plowed through the mire, and 
when the sun scattered the clouds it show- 
ed a scene of fascinating novelty. 

Tethered in the about the town 
and on the public squares was a coliection 
of vehicles of every description, from the 
antiquated rockaway to the latest cart. Be- 
cause of the bad weather on the day pre- 
vious jit was necessary to have mast of 
the exhibits indoors: consequently a huge 
warehouse was utilized. 

About this place and the public square 
was gathered a huge throng of chattering 
denizens who came to compare notes upon 
farming and farms. Collected there was 
the stanch yeomanry of north Georgia, the 
men whose toil and steady work aré respon- 
Sible for the substantial growth and the 
solid prosperity of which they now boast. 
It was a scene of unique significance. 

Before night's were burnt out 
the ruralites were on the move. At every 
stop between Atlanta and Lawrenceville 
they came in elusters, talking excitedly 
about the contest of agricultural products; 
which excitement was intensified by prox- 
imity, Lawrenceville was 
reached these sons of the soil scattered 
from the train like frightened partridges 
and scampered up’ the huge hill which led 
to the business portion of the place. In 
a few minutes they were collected about 
the display stalls discussing the merits of 
their crops and incidentally bewailing the 
effect cents cotton, 

After the noise of the discussion had 
subsided a gray-bearded old man gave the 
colloquy a climax full of meaning. 

“Say, you fellers can say what you want 
to about 5 cents cotton but this here coun- 
ty is goin’ to suffer less than any section 
of Georgy, and why? Jes’ because we 
boys have raised more corn and wheat 
and bacon—that’s why.’”’ 

There was an acclamatory corroboration 
of this assertion and an assentive bobbing 
of heads which indicated that the men who 
till the fertile glebe in Gwinnett have un- 
dertaken to diversify their crops and limit 
the acreage of cotton. 

When the First Move Came. 

It was the movement for the display for 
the Georgia exhibit at the Cotton States 
and International exposition which first 
brought this county to the front in an 
agriculturai line. The people at first were 
loath to show what their soil brought forth 
but were prevailed upon by several in the 
section, and especially by Colonel W. E. 
Simmons, who was instrumental in the 
collection of the state exhibit. 

It was glorious news for the people here 
when the decision came that the board of 
judges had awarded the county first prize 
over every other county in the state. ¢What 
with the limited scetion of space and the 
shortness of the time allowed for the col- 
lection of the exhibition the residents of 
the county had not anticipated any ma- 
terial They had simply sent up 
the best they had.

Quarantines Playing Havoc with Alabama 
‘and Georgia Lines.

Run Through the State of Alabama 
Without Stopping. 


STATE QUARANTINE PREVENTS LOCAL TRAVEL 


President Smith Is Making an Effort 
To Secure a Modification of the 
Latest Health Board Decree. 


Mr. George C. Smith, president of the 
Atlanta and West Point and Weegtern Rail- 
way of Alabama, has been notified by the 
governor of Alabama that the state b ‘d 
of health has decreed that no perS@ns 
from Montgomery will be permitted to 
Stop at any station on the roads mention- 
ed within that state. All of the Alabama 
railroad officials have been served with 
the same notice, and it is now impossible 
for a citizen of Alabama who happens to 
be at Montgomery to return to home 
vr to stop at any station or city within the 
Staite of Alabama 

This remarkable quarantine, which was 
put into effect yesterday, has played havoc 
with the railroad bus_ness of the of 
and it affects several Georgia 
roads materially. The fever scare has 
greatly interfered with the business of the 
Atlanta and West Point and Mr. Smith 
stated yesterday that road is unabie 
to do business beyond Montgomery to Sel- 
Ima, and that the enforcement of the state 
quarantine against Montgomery will fur- 
ther complicate matters. Very few people 
are traveling toward Montgomery, New 
Orleans and Mobile, but yesterday the 
West Point brought in several train loads 
of refucees from the south. As soon as the 
refugees are alMAwmoved business will be at 
a standstill and great loss will consequent- 
ly fall on the railroads and other interests, 

Mr. Smith After Modification. 

Upon receipt of the advice from the Ala- 
bama officials that trains would not be 
permitted to stop in Alabama to let off 
passengers from Montgomery, Mr. Smith 
at once set about to secure a modification 
of the quarantine so far as it prohibits 
Montgomery people trom stopping at Ope- 
lika and other sta on his road whch 
have not quarantined and which are will- 
ing to receive the refugees. He thinks the 
peopie should be permitted to land in their 
own state if the citles and towns make 
no objection, and yesterday afternvon Mr. 
Smith telegraphed Governor Jolnston, of 
Alabama, earnestly requesting that the 
state board of health mod fy the quaran- 
tine. No reply had been received late 
last night. 

Mr. Smith and the officlals of his road, 
General Passenger Agent Captain Gee and 
others were busy yesterday looking after 
the disturbed condition of affairs resulting 
from the new quarantine and the big scare 
ef the people of Montgomery. The trains 
from that c ty were crowded to the doors 
with refugecs and the union «lepot and ho- 
tels swarmed with tlre fieeing citizens who 
were not permitted to stop within the con- 
fines of their own state. 

Must Leave the State. 

The West Po.nt officials struck upon a 
echeme to re.ieve the people of Montgomery 
of the danger of remaining in that 
during the nghi by offering to run a spe- 
cial accommodaiion train trom Montgom- 
ery to Opel'ka every afternoon hate, after 
business hours, and back to Monigomery 
every morning, permitting the citizens to 
transact the.r reguiar business during the 
cay and to ieave city before night, 
wien the fever germs are supposed to per- 
ambulate in the atmosphere at will. The 
road agrecd to make a very low rate for 
the serv.ce, but the Alabama officiais put 
a quietus on the movement by refusing to 
permit Montgomery citizens to leave the 
confines of tnat unlcas they left the 
State without stopping at any point. 

President Smith staied yesterday that his 
company .s coving all possible to relieve the 
anxiety of the cit zens along his road by 
taking every precaution deemed necessary 
for the protection of the people. No at- 
tempt will be made to land refugees where 
they are not wanted, and unless the state 
board of health modifies its order, the 
western railway will «run its trains out 
of Montgomery to the state line, near West 
Point, without stopping, and with the win- 
Gows and decors closed. The siuation with 
the Western and other Alabama roads is 
growing quite serious.

FOUR RATES TO NEW YORK. 


Seaboard’s New Cut Rates Go Into Ef- 
fect Next Week. 

The Seaboard Air-Line’s differentia] rate 
reduction goes into effect on October 25th, 
and the passenger agents of that company 
have been advised of the workings of the 
new tariff. The cut made by the company 
in passenger rates amounts to 33 1-3 per 
cent, and it means a big reduction on the 
total receipts of the road. 

The new rates are to be put on for no 
definite time. The official circulars sent 
out from Portsmouth, headquarters of the 
Seaboard, announce that the rates will be 
in force until further notice and that the 
new tariff takes the place of all others. 
The business under the cut rates will not 
commence until next week, but the Sea- 
board people are making preparations for 
an increase in travel. 

One of the strange facts tn connection 
with the new tariff is that it makes as 
many as four rates to New York via the 
Senbogrd. Heretofore the through rate to 
the metropolis has remained stationary at 
$24 via all lines. By the new tariff of the 
Seaboard Air-Line four different rates go 
into effect, according to routes selected. 

The rate via Portsmouth and the Bay line 
steamers via Baltimore from Atlanta to 
New York will be $16.30. 

The rate via Portsmouth and the Old 
Dominion steamers will be $18. 

The rate via Portsmouth and all rail will 
be $18.30. 

The rate, all rail, via Weldon and Wash- 
ington, will be $21.W.

A Witness Paralyzed. 

The cases against Mack Cannon were 
called after the Pceples jury withdrew. 

Colonel McCamy asked for a continuance 
on the ground that an important witness 
for defendant, Silas Clemmons, was 
paralyzed and could not come to court to 
icf. fy. Cannon was sworn and stated that 
Clemmons clerked for him for years, was 
familar with his stock of goods and would 
testify if he could come to court that there 
was never any such stock in the store as 
Bohannon claims he sold to Cannon. 

Judge R. T. Dorsey, the Southern raii- 
Way's counsel, who had come up from At- 
lauia in the morning, sad the state could 
e2ow that Clemmons was not present when 
some of the deals were made between Can- 
non and Bohannon, although the state ex- 
peclcal tO prove that on one occasion Clem- 
mons did pay Bohannon for goods. 

Judge Fite heard both sides and announc- 
€d that he would take the matter under 
consideration until tomorrow morning, 
when he would decide whether to go on 
or not.

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‘ Indictment Attacked. 

As foreshadowed in today's Constitution, 
the defense in the Peeples case attacked 
the indictment this morning as defective. 
The point made against it Was that it did 
not allege any value for the tobacco which 
Bohannon said he sold to T. J, Peeples. 
The indictment charged Peepies with buy- 
ing 220 pounds of chewing tobacco from 
Walter Bohannon and it went on in legal 
phraseology to say that Bohannon had 
been convicted of stealing the tobacco from 
the Southern railway. The point had been 
made several times in these cases that a 
plea of guilty does not amount to a convie- 
tion in the eyes of the law. Judge Fite 
overruled that point every time. 

But here was a new point and the de- 
fense and state wrangled over it for an 
hour. Colonel McHenry and Colonel Watt 
Harris argued that the failure to allege 
some value was fatal to the indictment. 
They cited a number of supreme court de- 
cisions and the state came back with other 
decisions. Neither side had one bearing 
directly on this point. The defense quoted 
from the supreme court to the effect that 
in all cases of larceny the value of the 
goods stolen must be alleged. That court 
has ordered a new trial for a defendant 
convicted of larceny when there was no 
proof of value. As there must be a con- 
viction for burglary or larceny before there 
can be conviction for receiving stolen 
goods, so there must be an allegation of 
value for the goods reccived just as there 
had to be an allegation that the goods 
stolen had value. 

The state replied that it was alleged in 
the indictment against Bohannon that the 
tobacco had value. Bohannon pleaded quilty 
which was equivalent to a conviction. 
Some of this tobacco which Bohannon stole 
he sold to Captain Peepies. The value of 
this tobacco had been established in the 
Bohannon case. Therefore it was not es- 
sential, Solicitor Maddox argued, to allege 
in the indictment against Peeples that the 
tobacco had a certain value. Besides, it 
had been testified that the defendant paid 
$22 for the tobacco. 

Judge Fite in passing on this point, eald 
that his mind was not, clear whether the 
bill was fatally defective or not, but he 
would give the benefit of the doubt to the 
state. The defendant had the remedy of 
appeal, but the state would have no re- 
course were he to dismiss the case. 

So the lawyers went on with the trial. 
Special deputies had been riding all night 
to serve subpoenas in Murray, Walker and 
Whitfield counties. They had gone through 
the rain, mud and darkness for many miles, 
some of them forty miles, calling up peo- 
ple all night long to leave notices to at- 
tend Whitfield court this morning by 8 
o’clock. 

3y 9 o’clock all the witnesses were here, 
twenty or thirty of them. They had been 
sent for to testify to the good character 
of Captain Peeples and to impeach Walter 
Bohannon. But not one of’ them was in- 
troduced. The counsel decided over night 
to pursue other tactics, and instead of at- 
tempting to impeach Bohannon, preferred 
to let the defendant make a statement and 
thus get the last argument before the jury. 
So the men from Murray nad their r.de for 
nothing. They were not cailed upon. 

The Defendant’s Denial. 

Captain Peeples made a very short state- 
ment in his own defense. He denied hav- 
ing ever had any transaction of any kind 
with Bohannon. Below is all that he said: 

“Gentlergn, I deny the charge against 
me and sfy that it is utterly false from 
start to finish. I never bought any tobac- 
co from Bohannon in my Ife and never 
had any dealings with him to the amount 
of a cent in my life 

“IT don’t know Anthony Cook. I never 
saw him before I saw him in the court- 
house. I believe his name is Cook. I 
never saw him in my life before I saw him 
here. If Anthony Cook put any tobaecu 
in my house it is outside of my knowledge 
and I don’t know anything about it, and, 
as I have said, I never paid Bohannon a 
nickel in my life in money. I have never 
been in the pine thicket he said I was ir. 
never drove into it, never walked in it ane 
never was in it in any way, shape, manner 
or form. I deny everything they accuse me 
of and say it is entirely faise. I don’t know 
that it is worth while to say anything 
more. That is all there is in it. I have got 
no witnesses.” 

Bohannon had said that he stole the to- 
acco, sold 220 pounds of it to Captain Pec- 
ples and was paid $22 for it—10 cents a 
pound. Anthony Cook, a negro, had sworn 
that he delivered seven or eight boxes of 
tobacco in the defendant’s yard. 

The defendant denied having bought or 
received the tobacco. 

That was the evidence, and on that the 
attorneys argued for five long hours. Colc- 
nel McCamy opened for the defense and was 
followed by Colonel Jesse Gleun and Cole- 
nel Shumate, for the state. Colonel Watt 
Harris closed for Peeples. 

Colonel Shumate said in his speech that 
unless conditions were changed here ‘it

I got Bohannon to explain how he re- 
sealed the cars. Whenever he could, he 
would reseal the doors on getting out. This 
was to prevent the railroad men from 
telling where the car had been robbed. 

“The Southern’s seal can be slipped and 
the wire taken out and put back so that 
it will not be noticed. When I left a car, 
if I had time, I would put the wire back 
in the seal, tap it with the butt of my 
pistol and no one would notice that it 
had been tampered with. The Norfolk 
and Western seals are different. You have 
to tear them all to pieces to get the wire 
out. For that reason I would cut the wire 
with a chisel and then on getting out I 
would put*on a new seal or a seal from 
some other car. I usually carried a few 
good seals on my expeditions. In the old 
days, it did not make much difference 
about resealing the cars after robbing 
them, but the Southern railway’s new 
management got so particular that orders 
were issued to throw out a car when 
$e seal was found broken and blind check 
it. That is, if a broken seal was Ciscov- 
ered here, the car would be dropped out 
here, or if the discovery was made below 
here, it would be cut out at Rome or At- 
lanta. 

“TI did not want the company to dis- 
cover where the seal had been broken, 
and when [ could would reseal the doors. 
I have often, broken a seal and seen the 
trainmen go \along and reseal it. Then I 
would slip up, cut the seal again and 
get inside.” 

“Suppose they had sealed a door some 
time when you were on the inside. What 
would you have done?’ 

“I always had the doors so that they 
would open on both sides. But if I had 
been locked inside, I would have shot 
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for honest men to do

Macon, Ga., October 2.—(Special.)—There

Just a few days ago Sheriff J. T. Holder, 
of Stewart county, who is president of 
the Georgia State Association of Clerks 
and Sheriffs, wrote a circular letter whicn 
has been quietly mailed to every clerk, 
sheriff and ordinary in the state. Sheriff 
Holder does not mince matters one particle 
in this circular letter. He calis a spade a 
spade in this fashion:

16, 1897.—VDear Sir: Brieny | wish to call 
your attention to a matier that interests 
you personally. ‘the commissioners ot Fui- 
ton county are Making war against tne 
oifices of cierk, sherim! ana ordinary 
that county.

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A Tribute from the Bench. 

That was a wnique tribute Judge Fite 
paid to The Constitution from the bench 
‘of Whitfield supericr court, in the trial 
of the railroad rehbery cases. The re- 
port telling this story contains these 
paragraphs: 

The Constitution figured in the case at 
the start, the defense trying to get a 
change of venue or a u on the 
ground that the minds people 
Whitfield are inflamed. Eighteen cokumns 
of specials from Daiton to The Constitu- 
tion were submitied, and thus a quantity 
of fine literature was injected the 
record. Captain’ Peeples made an affidavit 
to the effect that so many people have 
been reading the papers that Whitt 
Wrought up at the present 
time, and he did not believe it was yx 
Dle for him to get a fair and impartial 
trial in this community. An athdavit, 
6igned by eleven citizens, stated practical- 
ly the same thing. The lawyers had a 
jstack of Constitutions a foot high, from 
‘which they read. They examined a num- 
ber of jurors, and all of them except vne 
‘Man said that they had read The Consti- 
tution reports, but were not prejudiced or 
biased in their opinion in regard to tne 
Peeples case thereby. 

This delicate compliment to The Consti- 
‘tution’s impartial speciais moved Judge 
Fite to say: 

, “Gentlemen, the court does 
‘you can find a iocality within the United 
States where you could find a jury of 
tweive men, none of whom read The Con- 

Stiiution. Its circulat.on is co-txtensive 
With the country’s boundary, and 
it does not circulate in the Klondike. 
the court objects to removing the 
there.”’ 

The judge denied the application for a 
jtransfer of the case to another county, 
‘and he also denied the request for a con- 
'tinuance. 

It is but a few days since The Const1- 
tution had occasion to chronicie an in- 
‘cident which serves to sustain the posi- 
tion here taken by his honor, Judge Fite. 
It was in a far distant county of Arkan- 
Sas that a dead man was found on the 
highway. Nearby were found several 
pieces of gun wadding which, upon being 
rolled cut, proved to be fragments ot 
‘The Constitution of the 5th of April 
last. With this as a clew the officers ar- 
rested a suspect who had in his pocket 
gun wadding made up from The Consti- 
tution of one week before. Going into 
court the prosecution felt satisfied that 
‘it had such a ciew as would lead to the 
conviction of the suspect. It was at 
| this point that the attorney for the de- 
fense made the plea, and successfully 
‘held it, that the possession of The Con- 
| Btitution in that state formed no clew at 
‘all. He was doubtful if there was a man 
,in the court who was not a reader of 
The Constitution, and if there was not 
at that momént a large number of them 
who did not have a copy in their pock- 
ets.

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A Costly Municipal Contest. 

The statement is made on good author- 
ity that the approaching municipal elec- 
tion in New York city will be the most 
| expensive contest of the kind which has

| only to what may be termed the legiti- 
| mate machinery of the election, but also 
| to the vast sums of money which the va- 


| rious factions contemplate spending up- 
| on the purchase of votes. On account 
| of the weighty interest involved 
| the election the temptation to employ 
sordid methods in order to win the fight 
is greater, perhaps, than ever before; 
and consequently money will be squan- 
dered without stint at the polls. 
Summing up in round numbers’ the 
cost of the approaching municipal elec- 
tion in New York, one authority fixes 
the amount at $775,000. 


Divorce by Default. 

The long list of divorces which is furn- 
ished by every term of every superior 
court in Georgia, must be a source of 
great concern to those who have the 
welfare of the community at heart. 

It must be evident to even the most 


careless observer that the very law 
which was intended to make divorce 
difficult in Georgia has been prostituted 
into the most lax which is to be found 
in any of the states of the union. In 
fact, it has become the case that it is 
divorce by default instead of divorce 
by trial which has been provided for. 
This kind of divorce, one by which a 
plaintiff may place his plea upon record 
in a list of cases where it will be buried 
and carried through to triumphant ver- 
dict, is sapping the very foundations of 
society and creating much demoraliza- 
tion. The necessity for reform is one 
so great and so urgent that it should be 
given immediate attention, with the view 
of lessening the abuge, and cf promoting 
the sanctity of the marriage tie. 

It is in vain that Christianity has 
sought to regulate the relations of the 
sexes, and to throw a halo around the 
hearthstone, if for the most trifling cause 
the law stands ready to destroy the fam~ 
ily unit and to send abroad a lot of taint- 
ed divorcees. The principle of divorce 
is one which is recognized for the soie 
purpose of protecting the lives and mor- 
ais of husbands or wives, and was nev- 
er intended to aid them in getting rid 
of their burden from mere trivial mo- 
tives. The interest of the community 
should stand high above that of any sin- 
gle individual, because it is far better 
that the individual should suffer than 
that the community should have its 
good name blasted. For extreme cases 
it may be that divorce laws should ex- 
ist, but the state should take upon it- 
self the defense of the marriage tie, and 
see to it that in every application the 
case is clearly made out, and under no 
| circumstance should a divorce ever be 
granted by default. 

The judges of the land make a great 
mistake when they assist in the secrecy 
-which already accompanies the effort of 
a man to get rid of his wife. The trial 
should be held publicly and above board, 
with all the notoriety which is calculat- 
ed to call the evidence into court and to 
publish the entire facts. In this way. 
and in this way alone, can conspiracy 
be defeated. It is a notorious fact that 
a divorce suit may be placed upon rec- 
ord in a Georgia superior court, and car- 
ried through to a final verdict in the en- 
tire ignorance of the defendant. It is 
true that a certain publication is called 
for, but as this may be printed in the 
most cbscure manner. the very object of 
publication is defeated. When the case 
is called it ig relegated to the heel ot 
the docket or heard on some given day 
when no other business is being attend- 
ed to, and which is regarded as a kird of 
legal holiday. The cases are called in

The churches of 
the state could engage in no better 
work during the next few weeks than to 
insist upon such a change in the law by 
the coming legislature that no conspir- 
ator for divorce ean carry his point in 
Georgia, and that when a court is 
forced to the necessity of dissolving the 
marriage bond, it shall be after a trial 
in which the state has exhausted its re- 
sources to compel the parties litigant 
to abide by the relation which they 
voluntarily undertook toward them- 
selves. 

Why Protect Canada? 

If British protection of Canadian in- 
terests is to exist in name only there 
seems to be no reason why Canada 
should remain longer under the flag of 
Great Britain. In commenting recently 
upon Canadian affairs, Sir Charles Dilke, 
one of the leading political figures of 
Great Britain, declares that if Canada 
expects to hold aloof from the United 
States and to insist upon the due recog- 
nition of her rights, she ought by all 
means to make some adequate provision 
for her own self-protection. Says the 
British statesman: 

Canada has not sufficient arms for war, 
and if she wishes under all circumstances 
(as her recent trade action seems to show) 
to stand apart from the United States 
and to remain a portion, and an increasing- 
ly important portion of the British em- 
pire, she is bound to raise the numbers 
of her active militia and improve their

Evidently 
Sir Charles Dilke and the British gov- 
ernment are not of the same mind, so 
far at least as Canadian affairs are con- 
cerned, 
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General Boone’s Memory Honored. 

Some of the descendants and admirers 
of old General Daniel Boone residing in 
Missouri have recently brought grave 
complaint against the people of Ken- 
tucky for their alleged indifference to 
the memory of the old pioneer, as evi- 
denced by the neglected condition of his 
tomb at Frankfort. 

Since this complaint was made, how- 
ever, the people of Kentucky have an- 
swered it in such a manner as to put at 
rest the apprehensions of the plaintiffs 
and to show that General Boone has still 
a warm place in the affections of the 
commonwealth. As to the present di- 
lapidated condition of the old pioneer’s 
tomb, it is claimed that what appears 
to be the neglect of Kentuckians is due 
rather to the sacrilege committed by 
invading troops during the late civil war. 
Ex-Superintendent Ed Porter Thomp- 
son, of the department of public instruc- 
tion in Kentucky, is the author of a re- 
cent school history of the state which 
deals at some length with the character 
and life of General Boone, and shows 
the esteem in which the old pioneer is 
held by the people of Kentucky. To 
quote a single paragraph from this in- 
teresting volume, the following brief 
one igs selected: “This man is justly 
regarded as first among the great pion- 
eers of Kentucky, because he really 
opened the way for those who came with 
a fixed purpose to settle here, and led 
the van himself: because his experience, 
sagacity and courage made settlement 
practicable; and because his patient, 
faithful and always brave yet prudent 
service in behalf of his countrymen, con- 
tributed more than that of any other 
man to make the settlements perma- 
nent, and, at last, peaceful and prosper- 
ous.” If this expression represents the 


feelings of the people of Kentucky, the 


sturdy old hero is most assuredly not. 
forgotten. 

But this is apparently not the only 
evidence of Kentucky’s esteem for the 
memory of General Boone; for move- 
ments have been on foot for several days 
past looking toward a complete restora: 
tion of the old pioneer’s tomb. Notably 
among other efforts to raise money for 
this purpose the Rebecca Boone lodge 
of the Daughters of the American Rev- 
olution has asked that all the schools 
in Kentucky observe Friday, October 
2°24, as Daniel Boone day, and that every 
one who desires to contribute to the 
fund for repairing the tomb be given 
an opportunity at that time. If pres- 
ent indications hold good, the desecra- 
tions of which the descendants of Gener- 
al Boone in Missouri have complained 
will be completely removed ere many 
weeks have elapsed.

HOW CONVICTS WORK 
IN CALIFORNIA 


Iflon. Roy Stone, director of the United 
States read ingtiry and one of the most 
preminent men in the good roads move- 
ment in tLig country, gives some interest- 
ing facts about the work of convicts in 
California in a letter written to Governor 
Aikirson. 

The letter is called forth by the writer's 
interest in the conviet system of Georgia. 
The facts in California came under his own 
cbseivation, and he believes they may be 
valuable in the consideration of the con- 
viet problem in this stat>2. 

‘The situation in Georgta,’’ General Stone 
writes, “‘is very much like that of Call- 
fornia in this respect, but it is even more 
foverable to the development of the Cali- 
fornia plan. In California a portion of the 
ste te prison convicts have been put at work 
preparing road materials, which are sup- 
plied to the counties at euch a rate as will 
simply pay the cost of maintaining and 
guarding the convicts while producing them. 
This plan, when fully in force, must be 
in every way beneficent and it does not 
run counter to any of the sound objections 
which your excellency makes to the direct 
assumption of road. bpilding. by the state. 
It does not diminish the local responsibility 
nor the need of the local initiative in road 
improvement. It doés not involve local 
favoritism nor arouse jealousies, since all 
the counties obtain this material in their 
turn upon application to the state. It does 
not compete with free labor, but by fur- 
nishing cheap materials rather stimulates 
the employment of such labor in the actual 
construction of the road. It furnishes an 
occupation for the convicts which is both 
physically and morally healthful. The su- 
perintendent of the Snake Hill prison, in 
New Jersey, States that the opening of his 
quarry nearly emptied his hospital, the men 
were so eager for outdoor work. It does 
not involve any of the difficulties of trans- 
porting and guarding the convicts which 
occur in migratory work along the roads, 
since the prisoners can be housed in perma- 
nent quarry camps, in good locations, where 
they may be easily guarded and sufficiently 
secluded. 

“I trust I may be permiited one more sug- 
gestion,’’ continues the writer. ‘California 
bas used convict labor to develop the vast 
water power of the American river, a por- 
tion of which power is now emplowed ‘n 
the state prison and in the state quarries 
and rock-crushing works, and the remain- 
der carried to Sacramento by wire for the 
lighting of that city and for general man- 
ufacturing purposes. This example may be 
of value to Georgia, where many greater 
water powers are awaiting development 
and where the advantages for manufactur- 
ing are greater by reason of having abun- 
dant raw material ready at hand in the 
cotton product of the state. 

**The labor of your convicts applied in this 
manner, with the advantages of your loca- 
tion, might quickly make them self-sup- 
porting, and the income from these water 
powers might go far toward ultimately 
supporting the state government, while de- 
veloping new manufacturing towns and 
centers of population, which would make 
a home market for your other agricultural 
products as well as for your cotton, and in 
every way speedily advance the prosperity 
of the state. The city of Augusta attracts 
capital, enterprise and population by of- 
fering to manufacturers the cheapest power 
in the world, and still makes money out of 
that power ttself. I see no reason why 
Georgia may not do what Augusta has 
done eo Wisely, especially as the state pos- 
sesses the added advantage of having its 
labor without pay. 

“You are better supplied with rallroads 
than California and very much better sup- 
plied with road materials. Your railroads 
would undoubtedly transport these materi- 
als at bare cost, as the California railroads 
are doing. The transmission of power by 
electricity would enable you to place your 
quarries where the best road material may 
be found in connection with the best rajl- 
way facilities, and while awaiting the de- 
velopment of the water powers, you can 
open these works with steam at a very mod- 
erate outlay for plant. 

‘If a portion of your convicts can supply 
all the road materials that can b=: sold 
and the remainder gradually worked into 


the development of water powers, the prog- 
ress of the state in road improvement and 
in manufaeturing will be equally rapid and 
sure. To accomplish all this it is only nec- 
essary to give your prison commission the 
necessary discretionary power in this re- 
gard and. if practicable. to establish a 
state highway commission to co-operate 
with them. Such a commission need not 
be an expense to the state; it could be com- 
posed of some of the state officers and a 
selection from your many patriotic citizens 
who are already giving their services to the 
| cause of good roads, and the actual ex- 


| the price of the materials when sold.” 
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THE POLITICAL TALK 
THAT’S GOING AROUND 


The talk of ex-Congressman Chariey 
Moses and his possible political ambitions 
was revived by his presence in tlie city 
yesterday. 

Colonel Moses is quite emphatic in declar- 
ing he hasn’t anything like a stock of po- 
litical ambitions either at his Coweta coun- 
ty farm or anywhere else, for that matter, 
and he is strong in his declarations that 
so far as he is concerned there is nothing 
in the talk of his being a candidate 


of agriculture. There has been considera 
ble talk on that line through the state 
and the former congressman from the 
fourth has been regarded as one of the 
most likely possibilities. Some time ago 
there was a good deal of talk about the 
probability of Moses entering the race for 
congress against Judge Adamson, but 
there is no likelihood of this at all. “I am 
devoting myself closely to "my farm,’’ said 
Colonel Moses, as he was starting for the 
West Point train yesterday afternoon. 
“Trying to make a living by raising 5 cent 
cotton. There isn’t much money in 5 cent 
cotton for anybody, but I am trying to 
hold my own with the rest of the boys. 
The only extent I am in politics or am g0- 
ing to be in it, is to help some of my 
friends. I am not a candidate for any- 
thing.’’ 


The suggestion of Colonel Moses in con- 
nection with the office of commissioner of 
agriculture brought to the surface an inter- 
esting rumor at the Kimball last night, 
which is that Hon, O. B. Stevens, of Ter- 
rell, may enter the race. The man who 
suggested his name did not say that Sena- 
tor Stevens is a candidate or has himself 
indicated that he is like:y to be. 

“What I mean,” he explained, “is that a 
lot of Ob’s friends in south Georgia are 
trying to get him to run and that if he 
does run he will prove a decidedly strong 
candidate.”’ 

Senator Stephens is oue of the most pop- 
ular men in his section of the state and 
he is strong in all parts of Georgia. He is 
aman who has been a prominent factor in 
political matters for some years and no 
man in the state has more sincere per- 
sonal friends. His name has not been pub- 
licly mentioned in connection with the 
commissionership, and the suggestion that 
he may be a candidate caused much talk 
last evening. 

“Tf he listens to his friends he will go 
into that race,’”’ was the comment of the 
man who first mentioned his name. “And 
if he does go into it there will be fun, no 
matter who may be a candidate-or how 
many of them there may be.”’ 


Speaking of new possibilities, another 
new one was sprung at the Kimball yester- 
day to add to the interest of the gossip 
that is going around. 

This is that there is a well defined move- 
ment among some of his Macon friends to 
make a gubernatorial candidate of Hon. 
N. B. Harris. How muca there is in this 
the man who started it going would not 
say further than is €¢mbraced in the decla- 
ration, ‘“‘There is more in it than you think 
for!’ 

He made one other declaration with 
which everybody else agreed and that Was 
that “If Nat Harris should go into tne 
race for the governorship he would make 
it very lively for the rest of the boys,’ 
and still another, which met the approval 
of everybody, to the effect that if it should 
now or at any other time become ‘“Gov- 
ernor Harris,”’ the state would add dn- 
other to her long list of excellent govern- 
ors. : 

There may be something in this Harris 
movement. It’s worth keeping an eye on. 


When Governor Atkinson made up his 
mind that he would leave the selection of 
the assistant librarian to the man who 
might be appointed to the head of that in- 
stitution, he acted wiser than he knew. 
However great the prospect of a merry 
fight among the various aspirants at the 
time he made the decision, there has been 
a great increase in these prospects of late 
because of the many additions to the num- 
ber of fair aspirants for the place. How 
many there are of these it is difficult to 
say; but the problem which presented itself 
to Paris when he was called on to do the 

umpire act won't be a circumstance to 
that which will present itself to the man 
who is librarian. 

Not all of those aspiring have made ap- 
plication to the governor, though most of 
them have either written him or have had 
their friends to do so; but some are hold- 
ing back their applications for the  ap- 
pointment of librarian with the idea of 
bringing every possible influence to bear 
upon the lucky man who gets the first 
place. 

As ft looks now (Miss Adah Elam will 
have the largest number of indorsements. 
She has gone about her canvass with the 
wisdom of a practical politician and the 
result is she has indorsements from a very 
large number of the public men of the 
State. ‘“‘Her array of testimonials is strong 
enough to get a man a tirst-class mussion 
or an ambassadorship,”’ said ome of Miss 
Elam’s friends, who had seen the list of 
indorsements, and who was talking about 
her canvass yesterday. “If indorsements 
count for anything, I don’t see how she can 
be beaten.”

In a very short 
time she developed a case of yellow fever, 
and one day while sitting in conversation 
on the sidewalk leading to the hotel, less 
than 200 feet away, a gentleman came 
walking along from the direction of the 
hotel and said that a woman was at 
the hotel with black vomit, and did not 
create the least alarm wm my mind, and 
I never left until the conversation ceased. 
Il was satisfied that Newnan was located 
In too pure atmosphere for the fever wo 
spread? and the woman died and that wag — 
the last of it. In the twenties I first 
heard of yellow fever. About that time my 
father bought a negro man from an old 
gentleman, one of whose sons was captain 
of a company, and the negro went along 
as a servant to his young master. This 
campaign was about 1818, the year in which 
{ was born. The negro would frequently 
talk about the soldiers taking the y 
fever and how ay of . , 
They were ‘station wear | if 
This was the campaign in which Ge e 
Jackson sent over to Pensacola and had 
Ambeister and Arbuthnaut arrested and 
brought into our lipes and hanged. A mas _ 
diced in our county within the last seves 
years who t#ld me he saw them 
This was the service in which my father 
lost his el@er brother. His brother was 
wagon master or commander of & wagon 
truin. The base of supplies was at Hart 
ford,on the north side of the Ocmulgee river, 
just across from Hawkinsville. I suppose 
that Hartford at that time was the shire 
tcwn of Pulaski county, so my uncle cat - 
riec his train up to Hartford to load bacs 
with supplies, of which fact the Indians 
were cognizant. While the train was gone 
there came a considerable fleod .and raised 
the water courses in that country. Im fhe 
meanwhile the Indians built some scaffolds 
in the swemp of Cadar creek, in 
ccunty, so that when the train got isto the 
flcod they could fire upon {t from the scaf 
folds and capture it. When the 
reached Cedar creek the drivers of the 
teams refused to drive into the creek, fot 
fear they might be ambushed. This pre 
vcked my unele and he proposed. that ff 
two men would ride into the stream with - 
him they would go across and see if there 
were any Indians about.

been given an anti-smallpox dose. 
This practice is rather expensive. Chief 
Veal says the city is now using $50 worth 
of virus every day. Everybody is vacci- 
nated free of charge. A fresh supply of 
the stuff is ordercd nearly every morning 
and the vaccination will continue until 
the disease ig thoroughly wiped out. 
Mayor Collier sent a commun@ation to 
all the city physicians yesterday morn- 
ing instructing them to announce a certain 
hour when they can be at their office to 
vaccinate free of charge all those who ap- 
ply. The mayor also instructed Chief Veal 
to employ another man to watch the in- 
coming trains from the fever-infected dis- 
tricts. He will go to work this morning.

So the committee bas made 
its little list and carefully stowed it away 
in its inside pocket, only to be calt!ed into 
use at the banquet boards tonight.

Impromptu talks will be the order 
of the evening and eloquence will reign. 

The commit ee appointed to select the 
speakers consists of Captain T. B. Neal, 
Mr. J. G. Oglesby and Captain R. J. Low- 
ry, and much care and pains has been 
taken to select such speakers as will know 
what to say and how to say it, insuring 
this feature of the celebration to be suc- 
cessful.

Committee on Arrangements.

FILES ITS REPORT 


Statement of the Receivers Shows the 
Condition of Affairs, 


THE DEFICIT IS $227,946.13 


Total Liabilities Are $879,208.66 with 
Resources of Only $65,262.53. 


STOCKHOLDERS MAY GET NOTHING 


Withdrawrls Filed Sixty Days Pre- 
vious to the Failure Exceeded 
the Sum of $160,000. 


The report of Receivers James A. Ander- 
sond and M. A. O'Byrne, of the Southern 
Mutual Building and Loan Association, was 
presented the stockholders yesterday. At- 
tached to the report is a general statement 
compiled from the association’s books by 
Accountant B. F. Moore showing that the 
assets of the association are more than 
$200,000 less than the Habilities. 

The Southern Mutual is the building and 
loan association which was organized and 
engineered by W. C. Hale, who was presi- 
dent, and who is now badly wanted in At- 
lanta to answer to the criminal charge of 
embezzlement. Soon after the application 
for receiver, President Hale fled from the 
city, and although rewards have been offer- 
ed for his arrest, he has successfully es- 
caped the service of the warrant. 

The report of the receivers, which was 
filed yesterday, gives a complete review of 
the situation in the affairs of the defunct 
association and its pages are tedious with 
statements in which thousands of figures 
appear. It is the opinion of the receivers 
that the stockholders may receive 25 per 
cent, probably more and very probably less. 
It may be considerably less from the fact 
that the securities now said to be 
worth much less than their face value. 

In conclusion, the report says: 

“We deem it proper to advise you at this 
time that some of the stockholders who had 
filled withdrawal notices, under the by-laws 
sixty days prior to the failure of the asso- 
ciation, contend through their attorneys, 
that they are creditors and must be paid 
in full before the other stockholders can 
expect to draw a dividend. Should this con- 
tention be sustained, shareholders who 
did not file such notice of withdrawal, will 
probably get nothing, the value of 
shares under notice of withdrawal amounts 
to about $160,000.”’

REDWINE WILL NOT RETURN 


Dr. Redwine Says His Son Will Not 
Come to Atlanta. 


LOES NOT KNOW OF A PARDON 


. Friends Will Try and He Hopes They 


Will Be Successful—Only a Few 
Weeks Longer. 


Although it is authoritatively stated that 
Lewis Redwine will be given a pardon be- 
fore his term of servitude expires in a few 
weeks, his father, Dr. Columbus Redwine, 
says that he knows nothing of it, but 
hopes that it may be obtained. 

When seen yesterday Dr. Redwine said 
that he had not received any information 
of a pardon for his son and all he knew 
of it was what he saw in The Constitution. 
He said that there were friends of the fam- 
ilv that have been working for a pardon 
for a long time and he hoped (hat now as 
the time for him to be released was so near 
he might be given his citizenship.

CAUSE LITIGATION 


| Receiver Is Wanted for Southern Basket 
and Veneer Company. 


Woodward Lumber Co. Plaintiffs. 


PETITION WILL BE WITHDRAWN TODAY 


Last Night a Satisfactory Arrange- 
ment Wis Reached and Claims 
Were Paid in Full. 


Application for injunction and receiver 
was yesterday filed against the Southern 
Basket and Veneer Company by the Star 
Foundry and Machine Works and = the 
Woodward Lumber Company. 

Last night a settlement of the indebted- 
ness was arranged and the petition for in 
junction and receiver will be withdrawn 
this morning. 

The petition was filed with Judge Lump- 
kin yesterday afternoon by Attorneys 
Lumpkin and Colquitt, representing the 
plaintiff, and an injunction was granted 
restraining the Southern Basket and Ve- 
neer Company, W. C. Lawrence and R. 
C. Benjamin from selling, encumbering or 
in any way altering the status of the 
property or business in any manner until 
the hearing of the case or the further 
order of the superior court. The case was 
set for a hearing in chambers on October 
30th, at which time the defendants are to 
show cause why a permanent injunction 
should not be allowed and a permanent 
receiver be appointed. 

It is charged in the petition that the 
defendants are indebted to the Star Foun- 
dry and Machine Works in the sum of 
$91.23, as shown by an accepted draft 
for $61.63, and an additional item of $29.60. 
The Woodward Lumber Company claims 
to be a creditor in the sum of $78.14, shown 
by an itemized account which is attached 
to the petition for receiver. 

These sums have been demanded of the 
defendants, says the petition, and although 
they are — due, payment has been re- 
fused as ell as security. It is charged 
that the Southern Basket and Veneer 
Company is hopelessly insolvent and that 
its assets are constantly decreasing by 
reason of the running expenses and that 
the petitioners are in danger of losing all 
of their claims. 

Paragraph 6 charges that the defendants 
bave it in their power and the petitioners 
belleve the defendants intend to defeat 
their claims by preferring and transferring 
their property and assets to other cred- 
itors and relatives. 

“The indebtedness wes satisfactorily ar- 
ranged tonight,’ said Mr. H. J. Fisher, rep 
resenting the defendants in the litigation, 
“and [I hold receipts fir the pavment of 
both claims upon which the petition was 
filed. The Southern Basket and Veneer 
Company will continue in business and will 
be able to arrange all of its matters to 
the entire satisfaction of its creditors.”’

WOULD NOT CARRY 
ORIGINAL PACKAGE 


Bluthenthal & Bickart Say They Are 
Willing To Comply with Rules. 


AGREE TO USE WOODEN BOXES 


The Southern Then Refused To Carry 
the Whisky in Any Form. 


THE PLAINTIFFS HAVE FILED A NEW BILL 


Claim That the Southern Is Afraid To 
Haul the Whisky Because of a 
Threat. 


Fear and unfair discrimination are the 
bitter charges thrown at the Southern 
railway by Bluthenthal & Bickarit in an 
amendment which they have just filed to 
their original bill against the Southern. 

Additional emphasis is laid on the cha:ge 
of conspiracy against the Southern and 
the state officials of South Carolina. The 
whisky people charge that the Southern 
persists in its refusal to haul the whisky 
of Bluthenthal & Bickart, because of a 
threat made against the road by the state 
government of South Carolina. 

Original packages in the form of secure 
wooden boxes have, according to the 
plaintiffs, been provided tor the shipments 
of whisky and the firm of Bluthenthal & 
Bickart has announced to the Southern 
railway officials its willingness to ship all 
goods in the wooden packages, but the 
piaintif€ alleges the road’s officials firmly 
refuse to carry the goods even if packed 
as required. 

The plaintiffs allege that they have been 
discriminated against unfairly. In support 
of this contention they produce an amdavit 
from A. B. Finkell, southeastern agent of 
the Illinois Glass Company, of Alton, IIl., 
Mr. Finkell testifies that it is the custom 
of railroads to haul glass bottles, crockery, 
soda bottles, demijohns and other glass- 
ware packed loose in the cars and in bulk, 
and not even protected by wooden boxes. 

Bluthenthal & Bickart allege that there 
is some hidden reason for the continued 
refusal of the Southern to carry the whis- 
ky to South Carolina. They say that the 
Southeastern Passenger Association has 
decided that whisky can be shipped in 
cars when it is packed in boxes or barrels. 

The whisky people say that at first when 
the road refused to carry the whisky to 
South Carolina, unless it was packed in 
the wooden boxes, they thought that the 
cost of the boxes would more than ex- 
ceed the profits they could make on the 
whisky in the state of dispensaries. Later, 
when their business began to suffer so se- 
verely from the stagnation of the traffle, 
they decided to conform to the rules laid 
down by the Southern. They allege that 
they made efforts to contract for the wood- 
en packages and at last succeeded in mak- 
ing arrangements for the boxes. They 
showed these packages to Dorsey. Brew- 
ster & Howell, attorneys for the road, and 
asked if they were satisfactory. The at- 
torneys could not decide the matter with- 
out consulting with the head of the road’s 
traffic management. It is alleged thar they 
sent for Traffic Manager Culp te come to 
Atlanta and see the packages and consent 
to a settlement of the trouble. Manager 
Culp refused to come. 

One of the road's attorneys then went 
to Washington te see him und show him 
a sample of the boxes. In the meantime 
the plaintiffs’ attorneys. Glenn, Slaten & 
Phillips, took a sample of the wooden 
boxes to Mr. Hayden Mili, local freight 
agent for the Southern, and asked him if 
he would accept the freight when sent in 
such packages. Mr. Miller refused to haul 
the freight even if pe the wooden 
boxes. This made the pfaintiffs believe 
that the Southern was afraid to carry the 
whisky because of threats trom the Caro- 
lina state government. 

The Southern will have to show cause 
when the case comes up after November

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QUARTET OF STARS 
RACE TONIGHT 


The Fast Men of the Track To Run at 
the Coliseum. 


MANY EVENTS ARE BOOKED 


Bald, Eaton, Walthour and Loughead 
Will Contest for the Honors. 


HOT FOUR CORNERED RACE IS PROMISED

Another of the numerous bets placed 
was one of $8 to $10 on Eaton against the 
field. Several bets of money were 
staked that Loughead would be thg last 
man inthe race. The fact that even money 
is placed that the mile national champ‘on 
of America will’ be the last man in a 
race of that distance ought to indicate that 
the race will be a very hot one. Bets of 
two to one were placed that Bald would 
beat Eaton, and also two to one that 
Eaton would beat Walthour.

PITTMAN CALLS A 


HALT ON THE FENCE 


Building Inspector Interrupts Work on 
the Grant Structure. 


Objected To Being Fenced in from the 
Outside World. 


MERCHANTS WERE KICKING 
CONTRACTOR WiLL APPEAL TO COUNCIL 


Work Has Ceased, However, for the 
Present—Pittman Studies the 
Law on the Subject. 


> 

The contractors of the Grant building, 
now in course of erection on Walton, Broad 
and Forsyth streets, have been building a 
high fence around the large opening in the 
ground for the protection of the public. 
The fence when completed would have 
been about fifteen feet high and is planted 
almost in the center of the streets, 

The merchants in the vicinity have been 
eyeing this fence rather gravely for several 
days. At present only the posts aré€ up. 
The merchants knew that when the planks 
were nailed on their establishments would 
be practically shut out from v.ew of one- 
half of the outside world until the building 
Was ‘completed. 

Said merchants counciled together there- 
fore and determined to enter a vigorous 
kick against such an alleged igfringment 
of their rights. A delegation was appoint- 
ed to call on Build.ng Inspector Pittman, 
They called yesterday, sang their tale of 
woe and departed. 

The inspector forthwith began a diligent 
search of his law books. He wanted to 
prepare himself on the fence question. He 
saw where contractors were allowed once- 
half the street to a short distance of the 
car line, but there was no statute allow- 
ing fences to be built on the public thor- 
oughtfares. 

Pittman therefore sallied forth to find the 
contractors. He ordered work to be stop- 
ped at once on that fence; that the fence 
would have to come down. Said contrac- 
tors would not agree to take down the ob- 
struction and wanted t me in which to ap- 
peal to council. Pittman granied this re- 
quest, provided work should cease, The 
fence, therefore, may never be comp.ctca. 

The contractor was busy yesterday Visit- 
ing the several merchants contiquoug: tu 
the fence for the purpose of a conciliation, 
A petition may also be prepared for cour- 
cil requesting the permission to clothe the 
lo recome looking posts with planks. The 
decision will be a valuable precedent fer 
contractors in future. In the meantiine 
the merchants anxiously await the result. 


POLICE WANT A NEW LAW 


People Should Be Prohibited from 
Crowding About an Officer. 


DANGER OF SERIOUS TROUBLE 


A Policeman Might Be Protected Like 
a Judge on the Bench—What an 
Officer Says About It. 


The police authorities are discussing the 
passage ef a new and very important city 
ordinance, and it is probable that the new 
law will soon go into force, as all those 
connected with and interes:ed in the police 
department are anxious to see Some such 
ordinance passed. 

It is an almost daily 
the policemen, when making 
bothered by the interference of outsiders, 
This interference is of such a nature as 
not to make out a case of interfering or 
resisting. an officer in the discharge of his 
duty as comes within the scope of the 
ordinance touching upon this subject. 

Only a few nights ago when a young 
man was arrested several of his friends 
were indignant because he was taken to 
the police barracks in the patrol wagon, 
and only the coolness and forbearance of 
the officer prevented serious trouble. 

As the law now is, a citizen can stand 
off and talk about and criticise a police- 
man while he is making’ an arrest and 
not fear any trouble himself. 

Time and again serious riots have been 
narrowly averted by the congregation of 
outsiders around a policeman and a pris- 
oner, and ‘this is more frequently the case 
when arrests are made on such streets 
as Decatur and Peters, where negroes col- 
lect. 

This matter has been pretty freely dis- 
cussed by officers at the barracks for 
several weeks, and it is probable that it 
will be brought to the attention of the 
police board at its next meeting. One of 
the officers, ‘speaking of the mew law 
under contemplation, said yesterday’ to a 
representative of The Constitution: 

‘Policemen are having too much trouble 
in the making of arrests. I believe some 
legislation is necessary to break up the 
practice some people have of gathering 
about a policeman when he has a prisoner 
in charge. It would be nothing but right 
to place the officer who has a prisoner 
in «custody in the same position as a 
court in session. When an officer has a 
prisoner he is then the law, and should 
be so respected. This its the point I make: 
You can criticise the recorder as much 
as you please out in the street, but you 
wouldn’t dare to do it in the courtroom 
while court was in sessi$n. Now, a po- 
liceman when‘he has arrested a man and 
has hold of him should be on the same 
footing as the court in session, and those 
who insult him or interfere with him by 
word as well as act should be arrested. 
I know there ts a sort of genera] law on 
the subject, but it is too indefinite and 
broad in its application. We need a spe- 
cific ordinance. One man standing in a 
crowd can, by a very few words, excite a 
riot. I do mot gay this to save the feel- 
ings of the policemen, for they are ex- 
pected to take more than any ordinary 
citizen, but it is in the name of peace and 
good order that such a law as I suggest 
should be passed. Just ket an arrest of a 
negro be made on Decatur street some 
Saturday night, and in half a ‘minute 
the officer and prisoner are surrounded 
by a hundred or more people, and two- 
thirds of them will sympathize with the 
prisoner. Why, orly a week ago there 
came very near being a riot on Decatur 
street because of the arrest of a negro. 
Negroes drew knives and threatened to 
assault the policeman.” 

Some of the police commissioners have 
been spoken to about the matter and iney 
have promised to look into it and if it is 
deemed feasible some sort of an ordinance 
may be introduced into the council which 
will prevent crowds gathering around an 
arresting officer.

Compromise Reached ia the Hollywood 
Cemetery Situation. 


FIVE-CENT FARES RESTORED 


President Simmons Says He Will Now 
Co-Operate with the Purchasers. 


THIRTEEN ACRES WILL NOT BE £010 


Only the Cemetery Property Proper 
Will Be Sold by the Receiver on 
Next Sale Day. 


The funeral car of the Chattahoochee 
trolley line made its first trip yesterday 
to Hollywood cemetery since the sale of 
the cemetery several days ago by Re- 
ceiver Curran. 

The litigation involving the cemetery, 
resulted in its sale, caused Presi- 
dent C. J. Simmons, of the Chattahoochee 
line, to take off his funeral car and raise 
the fares from 5 to 10 cents from the c’ty 
to the cemetery. This action on the part 
of the street car company was the resuit 
of the sale of thir.een acres of land ad- 
joining the cemetery which the company 
claimed was given it by W. A. Baker as 
an inducement to build the road. 

When this p-ece of property was not 
excluded from the sale, President Simmons 
issued orders to his superintendent to iake 
off the funeral car and also to charge 1 
cents to the cemetery instead of 5 cents. 

“Il was to be given the thirteen acres,” 
announced President Simmons on the day 
of the sale, “as one of the inducements 
for the building of my road from the 
city to the Chattahoochee river, the dine 
to be run near Holiwood. Now, if these 
gentlemen do not protect Me in this matter 
and wiow the property claimed by 
road to be sold, then 1 do not intend 
co-operate Wilh the purchasers in 
builuing of the cemetery. The cemetery 
can be reached only by the trolley line 
and 1 can easily attord to take orf my 
funeral car and raise fares to 10 cents if 
the cemetery people can Sland it.” 

‘The sale ef the cemetery was never 
confirmed, as the purchase price Was not 
paid to the receiver and the court there- 
woon retused @o confirm ahe sale and 
execute tbe iithe. After a lengthy argu- 
ment conducted last week before Judge 
LumpkKin in chambers, it was decided to 
resell the cemetery and to exclude from 
th.s saie the thirteen acres claimed by 
President Simmons. This was the compro- 
mise reached between FPresident Simmons 
and the receiver, andj as scon as the last 
order was passed exciuding the thirteen 
acres, President Simmons issued instruc- 
tions restoring fares from the city to the 
cemetery to 5 cents and instructing his 
Superintendent to place the funeral car ‘at 
the request of any patron. 


CASE DISMISSED BY RECORDER 
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Mahoney Makes His Statement in the 
Police Court. 


MRS. GILMER HAS DISAPPEARED 


The Recorder Decides To Dismiss the 
Case Against the Man—Last Act 
in the “Mystery.” 


The third and last act of the ‘‘Mystery of 
the Bleeding Lady” was enacted in tne po- 
lice court yesterday afternoon. The hero- 
ine was still absent, and Attorney Corri- 
gan, who represented Mr. Ed Mahoney, 
explained to ime court inmat they fad stil 
been unable to find Mrs. W. B. WGiimer and 
would have tO Make a return of “‘non est 
inventus.”’ 

The recorder smiled and remarked he had 
no idea that the lady would ever put in an 
appearance. 

Mr. Corrigan said his client wished to 
make a statement and Mr. Mahoney came 
leorward and said: 

“I was in the nouse at & South Forsyth 
street Monday night to see Mrs. Gi,mer. 
1 did not go there until between ¥9 and half- 
past 9 o'clock, I had Known Mrs. Giimer in 
Macon, where 1 boarded with her, but Il 
had not seen her for two and a half years 
until Monday night, except one time on 
the Sth of last August, when I talked to her 
a few minutes in the arcade of the Kimball 
house. So tar as I know of Mrs.. Gilmer 
she was always a perfect lady and her 
characier Was above reproach. When I 
calied to see her Monday evening she ap- 
peared to be under the infiuence of some- 
thing, probably morphine, and she was aiso 
greatly excited. She Was separated from 
her husband, and she showed me three 
letters she had received from him, all 
dated October 6th. 1 merely glanced at 
the letters, and while 1 was doing so she 
got up and excused herself and left the 
room. She was crying and 1 saw that she 
went on the front veranda. She came 
back to me and said if she staid in the 
house that night she would be killed. At 
her request 1 went out with her and made 
arrangements to secure her a room at the 
Veinmeister hotel, if it should become 
necessary for her to use it. When I left 
the hotel she met me at the corner of the 
street and said that all the trouble was 
over and she would stay at home. As we 
were returning to ber house 1 saw some 
one running across the street diagonally 
from her residence. We went bac« into 
the parlor and we were there but a short 
while when she again excused hersel! and 
left the room. Shortly afterwards I heard 
a crash as of a window sash falling. Mrs. 
Gilmer came into the parlor hurriedly and 
I saw that her head was bleeding. Again 
at her request I went out with her to get 
a doctor. I saw a sign across from the 
house which I thought was that of a phy- 
sician, but was mistaken. We then started 
down Forsyth street to reach a doctor or 
a drug store. She appeared to be very 
weak and fell three times. I thought she 
was under the influence of a drug, for I 
could not handle her, although she did not 
weigh more than 140 or 150 pounds. It was 
then thet the officer saw us. The screaming 
which the officers and others heard was af- 
ter we left the house.” 

Mr. Mahoney made his statement in a 
Clear and straightforward manner. 

When he had concluded Mr. Corrigan 
said ne wished to introduce a few wit- 
nesses to prove what Mrs. Gilmer said af- 
ter the arrest, which would show that she 
exculpated Mr. Mahoney. Mr. Corrigan 
called the names of two or three newspa- 
per reporters. 

“Hold on,” said the recorder quickly, 
“J don’t want to hear from the witnesses.” 

“T will dismiss the case against Mr. Ma- 
honey.”’ said the recorder. “because there 
is no direct testimony here that he struck 
Mrs. Gilmer. Mrs. Gilmer has stated posi+ 
tively that Mr. Mahoney was not to blame. 
and there is nothing here in the nature of 
evidence to contradict this. I wil] dismiss 
the case.”’

They Will Then Decide the Question 
of Uniforms and Will Pass Upon 
Other Important Matters.

Fifty thousand cheering men and wo- 
men, dressed in uniforms of gray, will be 
the inspiring sight that will be witnessed 
in Atlanta for three days next year, when 
the confederate veterans meet here in grand 
reunion 

Uuniforms will almost certainly be worn 
by the veterans. Never before have they 
worn the gray at the reunions, but now 
there is a strong and almost general senti- 
ment in favor of having uniforms just like 
the brave warriors wore in the times when 
they won their laurels and received their 
battle scars, 

On Friday, November Sth, the comman- 
ders of all the camps of confederate vet- 
erans in the Georgia division will meet 
in Atianta in the hall of the Young Men's 
Christian Association building, on Pryor 
street, and confer together on important 
matters relating to the grand reunion to 
be held here next year. Among other mat- 
ters will be thegeonsideration of methods 
of co-operating with the Sons and Daugh- 
ters of Confederate Veterans. 

The most important question will be that 
of uniforms. It has, been suggested that 
every veteran wear a gray uniform. This 
suggestion has taken like wild fire. The 
veterans have almost unanimously embrac- 
ed the proposition and if signs count for 
aught, the entire state will join in the 
move for a more elaborate celebration of 
the occasion. 

The commanders of the different camps 
will confer together and decide upon the 
advisability of wearing uniforms. The uni- 
forms will consist of the canfederate blouse 
and the confederate hat. The entire gut- 
fits can be purchased at from $4 to $6 each, 
and nearly every veteran will be willing to 
spend this small amount for the grand oc- 
casion. : 

The veterans will not be the only wearers 
of the gray. lt is proposed that every mem- 
ber of the camps of the Sons of Confed- 
erate Veterans and the camps of the 
Daughters of the Confederacy will appear 
in full uniform. Altogether the number 
of men and women in uniform would then 
aggregate about fifty thousand people. 

General Clement A. Evans, major pener- 
al commanding the Georgia division, said 
yesterday that he intended that the reunion 
should bring to Atlanta the largest crowd 
ever assembled here. The railroads have 
already consented to rates that are almost 
equal to free transportation. With the 
splendid railroad facilities possessed by 
the city, General Evans thinks we ought 
to have the greatest crowd ever brought 
here. The crowd will certainly be several 
times as large as that at Nashville dur- 
ing the reunion there this year. 

“We intend to bring every veteran in 
Georgia here,”’ said General Evans yester- 
day. 

He said that if any were to poor to pay 
their way, the people of the counties 
where such persons lived would be asked to 
pay their railroad tare and that the vet- 
erans would be fed and sheltered after they 
get here. 

The veterans all over the south have gone 
to work early and by next fall they expect 
to have every veteran in the south inter- 
ested in the reunion,

GRADEAND PROMOTE | 
MEN ON THE FORCE 


Two Measures New Under Way in the 
Police Dopartment. 


COMMITTEES ARE APPOINTED 


Why the Officers Should Be Graded 
from Chief to Sergeants. 


REASONS FOR PROMOTION OF PATROLMEN 


Both Measures Will Be Considered by 
the Board of Police Commission- 
ers at Its Next Session. 


Two very important matters are now 
under consideration by the board of police 
com miss.oners. 

One is a resolution calling for the grad- 
ing of the officers of the department from 
the chief down through the sergeants. 

The other is a rule to promote the men 
for good service and a faithful perform- 
ance of duties. 

As the department now stands, the of- 
ficers of the police force are not graded. 
The chief of course is the recognized head 
of the department, but there ts no rule 
stating who is next in command, although 
by a sort of general consent, there is a 
senior captain, who takes his place when 
he is absent or sick. Yet even this is not 
a fixed rule of the force. 

And as for the sergeants, 
rank among them at all. 

At one meeting of the police board a 
resolution was adopted calling for a grad- 
ing of the officers, but it was reconsidered 
by common consent and a committee ap- 
pointed to make a report at a subsequent 
meeting. When the resolut.on was adopted, 
it was set forth that such a rule was of 
great importance for several reasons, chief 
among which was that there were liable 
to arise occasions when it would be neces- 
sary for the department to Know, at a 
moment’s notice, who to look to as the of- 
ficer in command. If there should be a riot 
and the chief or the captain in command 
should be disabled, there should be .another 
there to immed ately take his place and 
the men under him should know at once 
that he was the person to 100K to as the 
cammander. Sometimes a captain or ser- 
geant is detained from his post of duty 
and it is impossible for him to get word 
at once to the police barracks. It is neces- 
Sary to have another to take his place 
at once, and if the officers were graded 
everybody would Know who was the per- 
son next in command, 

If the officers are graded there will be 
the first captain, the second captain and 
the third captain, and the first, second, 
third. fourth, fifth and sixth sergeants. So 
graded, in time of troubie, if there should 
be more than one officer present the men 
would know without being told who was 
the superior and therefore in command, 

A committee has also been appointed by 
the police board to look into the feasibility 
of promot ng the members of the depart- 
ment for good service. A patrolman would 
then have some incentive besides the hold- 
ing of his job to do his full duty. He would 
feel that a faithful performance of duty 
would entitle him not only to hold his 
place, but also Keep him fn line of promo- 


tion. 
Besides this, 


there is no 


as was urged by one mem- 
ber of the board, a promotion of the men 
would serve to keep poktics out of the 
departme nt. and the question of a political 
“null’’ would do a man no good unless he 
was entitled to recognition for good work. 

Zoth of the committees will report at 
the next meeting of the board, and it is 
probable that both will be favorably acted 
upon
